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‘TEACHER IN 


ISIS PLOT HID 


KNIFE IN CAR’ 


A RELIGIOUS teacher had a large 
kitchen knife stashed in his car 
when he was arrested for plotting 
Islamic State-inspired attacks on 
London, a court heard. 

Umar Haque, 25, had allegedly 
resolved to strike landmarks includ¬ 
ing Big Ben and Westfield shopping 
centre in 2016 and early 2017, and 
hoped to inspire others to join in. 

The Old Bailey has heard he 
groomed and trained youngsters 
for terrorism at the Ripple Road 
mosque in Barking, while swearing 
them to secrecy. 

Haque also recruited Abuthaher 
Mamun, 19, Muhammad Abid, 27, 
and Nadeem Patel, 26, to help with 
his plans through the mosque, the 
court was told. 

Police arrested Haque last May, 
and searched his home in Windsor 
Road, Lorest Gate, and car. 

Jurors were shown pictures of a 
kitchen knife wrapped in newspa¬ 
per found hidden behind the cen¬ 
tral console in the passenger 
footwell of Haque’s Lord Locus. 

Prosecutor Mark Heywood QC 
told the court officers recovered 
YouTube videos on how to make 
explosives from Haque’s devices. 

In one video played to the jury, 
an American man showed how to 
make explosive powder from 
everyday items before shooting at 
it with a rifle, and shouting: “Now 
that’s what I call an explosion.” 

Islamic State propaganda was 
retrieved in the search of Haque’s 
computer and memory sticks.

A notebook containing handwrit¬ 
ten notes was shown to the jury. 

The first page had a 21-point list 
with references to the “benefits of 
martyrdom”. On the next was four 
points which included “purchase 
silah” (arms or weapons), “pur¬ 
chase a van” and “development 
recruitment pack - USBs”. 

Haque has admitted having 
records likely to be useful to a ter¬ 
rorist and a charge of dissemina¬ 
tion of a terrorist publication. He 
and Mamun are accused of prepar¬ 


ing acts of terrorism between 
March 25 and May 18, 2017. 

Haque is further charged with 
preparing terrorist acts by leading 
exercises in physical training and 
“role play” with children and dis¬ 
semination of terrorist publica¬ 
tions. Abid is accused of having 
information about Haque’s plans 
and Patel is charged with plotting 
with Haque to possess a firearm or 
imitation firearm. The defendants, 
from east London, deny the 
charges. Patel has admitted pos¬ 
sessing a prohibited weapon. 

Haque taught children aged 11 to 
16 at the Lantern of Knowledge 
Islamic School, Leyton, from 
September 2015 to September 2016. 

The Old Bailey trial was shown a 
videoed police interview with a 
child, who said: “He is teaching us 
terrorism, like how to fight.” 

The youngster said: “He has been 
training us, kind of. Apparently 
fighting is good. If you fight for 
the sake of Allah, on Judgment 
Day when you get judged for your 
good deeds and bad deeds, fighting 
is good. 

“Umar has been teaching us how 
to fight, do push-ups, given 
strength and within six years he 


was planning to do a big attack on 
London. He wants a group of 300 
men. He’s training us now so by the 
time I’m in Year 10 (aged 14-15) 
we will be physically strong 
enough to fight. 

“We did this scenario how to 
fight, pretending that three boys 
had guns in their hand.” 

He said the boys would split into 
groups of police and “normal peo¬ 
ple”. There would be a “car bomb” 
and people would attack the police 
and their back-up when they 
arrived, he said. 

He added: “Umar, apparently, he 
told us boys he is part of Islamic 
State and Islamic State ordered 
him to do a big attack in London. 

“He showed us video clips to 
encourage us and have faith in 
God. He showed us a video of 
Great Britain helping Americans 
drop bombs in Syria.” 

He said the Syrian people wanted 
them to “fight the Americans 
back”. 

On the need for secrecy, the boy, 
who cannot be identified, said: “We 
took an oath like we would not tell 
our parents. If we did not promise, 
we would go down a group.” 

The trial continues.

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Girls inspired 
by survivors 
on Holocaust 
Memorial Day 


STUDENTS volunteered at the 
UK’s commemorative ceremo¬ 
ny for Holocaust Memorial 
Day. 

A group of Year 10 history 
students from Eden Girls’ 
School, Walthamstow, took on 
their roles at the government’s 
memorial service held in 
Westminster on Thursday, 
January 25. 

The commemorative event, 
attended by key political fig¬ 
ures, honoured survivors of the 
Holocaust, Nazi persecution 
and other genocides. 

Head girl and year 10 student 
Badriyah Islam said: “It was a 
great honour being part of such 
an important event.

“It highlighted to them the 
need to learn from the past and 
empathise with others, to 
ensure a better future.

“Hearing the readings and

Sendler was a Polish 
Roman Catholic 
social worker who 
helped to smuggle 
2,500 Jewish children 
out of the Warsaw 
Ghetto, providing 
them with false identi¬ 
ty documents and 
shelter, saving them 
from the Holocaust. 

Some children were 
transported in coffins, 
suitcases and sacks. 

Sendler died in 
2008, aged 98.

Red card for Masuaku in spitting disgrace

Wigan Athletic 2 
West Ham United 0 
FA Cup fourth round 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from the DW Stadium 
WEST HAM United’s involve¬ 
ment in this season’s Emirates FA 
Cup was brought to a shuddering 
end on Saturday as goals early in 
each half from Will Grigg earned 
Sky Bet League One outfit Wigan 
Athletic a comfortable win at the 
DW Stadium. 

Despite prioritising Premier 
League survival, West Ham man¬ 
ager David Moyes was quick to 
point out that success in the cup 
would come as a boost to his side. 

Nevertheless, Moyes made a 
number of changes to the side 
which drew 1-1 with AFC 
Bournemouth last week, with Joe 
Hart returning in goal and new loan 
signing Joao Mario on the bench. 

Wigan, five points clear at the 
top of League One, went into the 
match defending an unbeaten 
sequence stretching back 14 
matches in all competitions. 

The Hammers had won both of 
their previous FA Cup encounters 
with the Latics, winning 
1-0 in a third-round tie in 1984, 
then more recently a 2-1 win at the 
DW Stadium 20 years later. 

However, the hosts swiftly went 
about amending those statistics 
when Northern Irish frontman, 
Grigg, headed Nathan Byrne’s cen¬ 
tre powerfully beyond Hart with 
barely seven minutes on the clock. 

The Hammers were already 
looking shell-shocked as the third- 


tier side took complete control of 
proceedings. 

Only an assistant’s flag denied 
the home side a second after Chey 
Dunkley dived headlong to beat 
Hart from close range. 

Arthur Masuaku was offering 
the Hammers greatest threat, 
marauding down the left-hand 
side. But it was Wigan who con¬ 
tinued to look the more likely - 
Grigg again close, heading the 
wrong side of an upright after 
Byrne had once again provided 
the opportunity. 

West Ham were dealt a further 
blow when Pedro Obiang was 
stretchered off following a strong 
but fair challenge from Max 
Power. Meanwhile, on the stroke 
of half-time, Obiang’s replace¬ 
ment, Reece Oxford, sliced high 
and wide after Antonio Martinez 
had wriggled clear down the right. 

West Ham reappeared for the 
second period with a spring in 
their step. But their problems soon 
deepened as Masuaku was shown 
a straight red card after appearing 
to spit at Latics impressive play- 
maker Nick Powell. 

Things soon went from bad to 
worse for the east Londoners. Reece 
Burke handled as Grigg looked for 
an opening, and the Latics striker 
sent Hart the wrong way for his and 
Wigan’s second of the afternoon 
from the resulting spot-kick. 

Powell continued to tease the 
Hammers backline, while Byrne’s 
fizzing low cross eluded a clutch 
of potential takers as the 
Lancashire side looked to put the 
contest beyond doubt. 

It was a truly miserable after¬ 


noon for West Ham, and the huge 
travelling support had seen 
enough with many by now already 
back on the motorway. 

The loss of Obiang, through 
what appeared to be a serious 
injury, and potentially Masuaku 
with a lengthy band to follow 
added to the manager’s concerns. 

There was little disputing that 
Wigan thoroughly deserved their 
victory against a Hammers side 
that failed to muster a single shot 
on target. 

Moyes said after the game: “We 
didn’t play like a Premier League 
team, but we didn’t have a Premier 
League squad out. 

“We had young players who did¬ 
n’t perform well enough, but we 
had senior players who didn’t help 
them and Arthur - what he did was 
despicable. We deserved it and he 
will deserve everything he gets. He 
will get something off us as well.” 

On Masuaku’s red card Moyes 
could barely hide his frustration, 
adding: “It’s unacceptable - totally 
unacceptable. The referee can’t see 
it so it was the players’ reaction that 
got him sent off but ultimately, they 
got the right decision so I have got 
no qualms about it, but I have to 
say, the ref couldn’t see it. 

The Hammers boss added: 
“There is no way the fourth offi¬ 
cial and the linesman can see it so 
he went off the reaction of the 
players. But, let me not try and 
hide behind the decision of the 
referee, he got it right.” 

Moyes’ woes were completed by 
the serious looking injury picked 
up by Obiang. “We think it’s medi¬ 
al ligament. But we will get it

checked. I’ve not had a chance to 
see the tackle again, it looked fine, 
just one you expect when you play 
at Wigan. You have to come up 
here and expect that, there was no 
malice in it.” 

Latics chief Paul Cook, who was 
celebrating a second successive 
victory over Premier League 
opposition, said: “I’m very proud 
of my players, it’s a great day for 
the club.”
